Your Committee on Legislation has had 
under consideration the proposed amend-

tered in the Department of Health in such 
manner as the regulations of the Board of 
Health may prescribe.” 

Without attempting to express any opin- 
ion, we submit that the question should be 
carefully considered if such an ordinance 
would not be a contravention of the equal 
rights and due process clause of the consti- 





tution of the United States and literally 
be the taking of private property without 
due process of law. It is inconceivable that 
under the guise of a police regulation for 
the promotion of public health the rights 
of property can be ruthlessly invaded, un- 


less the exercise of such power is specifically 
































for the protection of public health. 
The adoption of such an amendment would 
be absolutely discriminatory against the 
anufacturers of such preparations within 
New York City Tt would also be discrim- 
inator against the wholesale drug trade, 
which would be prohibited from handling 
the goods for their customers within or out- 
side the limits of New York City. The regu- 
lation would not interfere, however, with 
the sale of such medicines to consumers in 
this city. It will result in the extension of 
a mail order and express business by manu 
facturers outside of the city. Manufactur- 
ers and dealers in Yonkers, Mount Vernon, 
New Rochelle, Jersey City, Hoboken, ete 
will not be hindered to the slightest degree 
in supplyi all demands for such medicines 
to the yple of thi city. The only net 
result which it will accomplish will be to 
interfere materially with the legitimate busi- 
ness of New York City manufacturers and 
wholesalers, without compensatory advan- 
to our citizens We suggest that, to be 
and comprehensive, the field of reg- 
tion for the manufacture and sale of pro- 
prietary remedies lies in Congressional ac- 
tion, if it is not already controlled under 
the Nacional Food and Drugs act. If, how- 
€ r t is not thus sufficiently controlled, 
€ protest that limited and wholly local 
itions should not be adopted until uni- 
orm and general legislation can be secured.

An unprecedented expansion of the 
American chemical industry, due to the 
war in Europe was predicted by mem- 
bers of the American Institute of Chem- 
ical EMngineers, who held their seventh 
annual session at the Hotel Adelphia, in 
Philadelphia, last week It was declared 
by several of the speakers that the end 
or the war may find America with sev- 
eral new industries in a pr perous con- 
dition, and with several others, now only 
in partial operation completely level- 
oped. The possibility of American fields 
supplying every variety of medicinal 
herb that can be grown in temperate 
zones and used by American chemical 
factories, was also pointed out by some 
of the speaker 

In this connection, Dr. Allerton S. Cush- 
man, director of the Institute of Indus- 
trial Research, had the following to 
say:—- 

The raising of herbs and medicinal plants 
for the use of manufacturers is no 
backward science. culture of medicinal 
herbs is an exact s and it takes plenty 
of money. But Ar can chemists I got 
the knowledge, and here are enough people 
with money and nerve to back them there is 
no reason why the United States, with its 
range of temperatures and its vari of soils, 
should not produce ulmost every medicinal 
herb that can be grown in ter erate climates, 
The big American chemical f ries for years

No Change in Mineral Oil Export

Washington, Dec. 4, 1914. 
Officials of the State Department who 
have had direct charge of correspondence 
with the British foreign office and with 
conferences between this government 
and the British Government through the 


Eiritish Embassy here, say that there 
have been no new developments during 
the past two weeks having a bearing 
upon the export trade of the United 
States in illuminating oils, copper and 
like commodities. All the representations 


that have been made by this government 


having for their purpose the freeing of 
the trade of the United States in these 
commodities from interferences in 


transit have been answered by the Brit- 


ish Government with statements to the 
effect that their megotiations with the 
neutral powers are calculated to result 


in conditions satisfactory not only to the 








tries engaging in trade in these articles. 
The officials of the State Department 
have been insistent from the beginning 
that Great Britain has unnecessarily in- 
terefered with the foreign trade of the 
United States in these commodities, and 
that under no interpretation of conven- 
tions bearing upon contraband of war, 
and the attitude of neutral countries in 
their shipments between neutrals, has 
there been any warrant for the seizure 
or detention of ships carrying these 
commodities from ore neutral port to 
another. Great Britain has been insist- 


ent upon examination of shipping mani- 
fests, and by efforts directed to the gov- 
ernments of neutral countries has sought 
to prevent re-exportation and _ trans- 
shipment of these commodities, which 
may be directly or indirectly used in war 
and reach any of the countries at war. 
Accorcing to the statements of the of- 


ficials in the department who have been 
in close connection with the details of 
this controversy, there have been no de- 
velopments which change the situation 
with reference to illuminating oils and 
copper. It is the opinion of these offi- 
cials. however, that all of these com- 
modities may move with safety and 


promptness when directed to specific buy- 


ers in neutral countries or consigned to 
the governments of such countries. In 
other words, that Great Britain has ob- 
tained such an understanding with the 
neutral powers of Europe as to insure 
satisfaction, as to the ultimate results 
of this trade so far as it may affect 
her interests in the war.

statistical work. Suggestions made in 
that way 2nd with that thoroughness will, 
no doubt, receive corresponding serious 
consideration: without some such serious

What has been said of import and ex- 
port statistics is true of our production 
statistics, that is, our census reports, and 
any changes that we may have to suggest 
in them should be just as thoroughly and 
thoughtfully prepared, tested and ex- 
amined as those in the export and im- 
port division 

The need of a change is apparent; just 
what that change shall be requires the 
most thoroughgoing co-operation of as 
many chemists and chemical manufac- 
turers in this country as can possibly be 
made to co-operate; the initiation of a 
work of such magnitude is not to be 
taken up lightly, but should be carefully 
weighed and studied and if positive ac- 
tion be decided upon all who partake in 
it must be prepared to sacrifice much 
time, much theught and much labor. 


Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Oxide of Manganese. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers sustained the protest of 
Massce & Co., New York, in regard to the 
classification of merchandise invoiced as 
“Braunstein Grob.’’ The merchandise con- 
sists of a chemical mixture composed of 
manganese oxide and about 0.4 per cent 
of nickel oxide It was classified by the 
collector as a chemical mixture dutiable 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 3, tariff act of 199. The importers 
claimed that the article is entitled to free 
entry as oxide of manganese under para- 
graph 619. According to the testimony of 
the importer the manganese oxide im- 
ported was in its natural state and the 
presence of a trace of nickel oxide was 
not unusual. It was shown upon exam- 
ination of commercial chemistries that 
there is no reason why nickel oxide should 
purposely be mixed with manganese 
oxide. An analysis quoted by “Dana” of 
a manganese ore found in Augusta coun- 
ty. Virginia, shows a very slight amount 








of nickel oxide present in the ore. The 
importer further testified that the article 
in question was sold to paint manufac- 


turers. The board held that inasmuch as 
the nickel oxide was naturally present the 
merchandise should have been classified 
under the provision of the tariff dealing 
with oxide of manganese 


Wool Grease. 


William H. Thornley, San Francisco, 
Cal... was overruled in his contention that 
wool grease should have been admitted 
free of duty. The merchandise in ques- 
tion was returned by the collector as 
crude wool grease, not refined or improved 
in value or condition. It was assessed at 
the rate of 1 cent per pound under the 
act of 1909 Free entry was claimed as 
grease fit only for stuffing and dressing 
leather. In the absence of sufficient evi- 
dence to support the claim the collector’s 
assessment was affirmed.

The plant of the Royal Window Glass 
Company, at Grafton, W. Va., recently 
completed, has commenced operations 
with 175 men employed and a weekly 
pay-roll of $3,250.

LINSEED OIL. 

Quiet conditions have been 
in the market for linseed oil during the 
week. Demand has been slow, and this 
applies both to deliveries on old orders 
and to new business, Crushers say 
that there has been an appreciable 
falling off in demand in the past two 
weeks. The tendency of prices has 
been downwards, though values 
have held firm. Car were freely 
offered on a basis of 45c. for the great- 
er part of the week, and while this 
quotation was said to be firm, yet there

were offers of single barrels at the 
same level. The cake market has 
turned out the reverse of what was 
feared when the war began, and the 


good inquiry for cake, combined with 
the high prices it has been bringing, 
has been an important factor in the oil 
market. Oil prices at Hull have weak- 
ened considerably in the week, accord- 
ing to the table of quotations which 
follows. Demand for oil in all mar- 
kets in the United Kingdom is report- 
ed as slow, though the markets in Hol- 
land are very firm, and prices there 
have been on an upward turn. In the 
local market there is a Jack of trading 
in future positions, which, in great 
part, is due to the expectation of more 
favorable prices in the winter months. 
The spot figure holds good for con- 
tracts covering delivery over the first 
quarter of the year. 

Reports in this market state that a 
slump in seed prices was expected after 


navigation had officially closed. This 
has not been the case, however, for 
the closing price for cash seed at Du- 
luth on November 30 was $1.44%, and 


at Winnepeg $1.23%. The 
day was $1.494% at Duluth 
Winnipeg. It is pointed out,

that seed shipments to the East did 
not cease last year with the official 
close of navigation, and the same is 
proving the case this year. The ad- 


vance in seed prices is said to be due 
to steady buying on crushers’ account, 
and as receipts have not been very 
heavy, the question of supply and de- 
mand has itself without re- 
gard to conditions in outside markets. 
Shipments from the Argentine last week 
were large and reached a total of 436,000 
bushels, most of which was said to 
be destined for the Continent. Cutting 
of flax is reported in the north of the 
Argentine, but the new crop seed is 
not expected to be offered freely until 
after the turn of the year. This is a 
point which holds the interest of many 
members of the trade, for predictions 
for lower prices for seed and oil are 
lergely based on the belief that the 
large Argentine crop cannot be mar- 
keted without depressing prices as long 
as conditions in Europe remain as they 
now are. A feature in domestic mar- 
kets, which calls to mind the smaller 
production of seed on this continent, is

undertone of the local market has con- 
tinued easy during the interval, but 
there has not been any 
change to prices. The moderate up and 


down movements of the Savannah 


material 


market have not impressed local buy- 
ers with the stability of values, and 
the disposition has been to operate 


from hand to mouth. Sales for the 
week on the Savannah Board of Trade 
did not exceed 1,500 barrels. The As- 
sociation’s agent was able to dispos¢ 
of 712 barrels at 45%c. early in the 
week but the independent factors had 
the primary price down to 44%c. at the 
close. Well posted authorities in the 
South look for a 20 per cent. reduction 
in output this season at least. Figures 
compiled from April 1 to December 1 
reveal a shortage of 21 per cent. for 
the entire list. So far, the, visible 
supply is slightly above that of last 
year at this time. In some quar- 
ters improvement in export trade is 
anticipated in the near future. Tur- 
pentine shipments for the week at Sa- 


vannah were 2,012 barrels. Receipts 
were 1,561 barrels and stocks at the 
close 33,559 barrels, against 33,141 bar- 


rels for the previous week and 29,359 
barrels last year at this time. At Wil- 
mington the market is about steady, 
with dealers asking 44%4c. a gallon. Sup- 
plies in London on November 14 were 
25,683 barrels, against 50,626 in 1913, and 
50,465 in 1912 for equal dates. The fol- 
lowing table shows the range of prices 
for spirits of turpentine in the local 
market for each day during the past 
weck.

ROSIN.—Former “prices for the dif- 
ferent gradings of rosins are being 
named by leading dealers.

The falling off of Savannah prices for 
the higher grades created a slightly 
easier local feeling, and it is intimated 
that small concessions could probably 
be worked on a firm offer. Shipments 
at Savannah were 5,629 barrels, re- 
ceipts 7,193 barrels and stocks at the 
close 128,172 barrels, compared with 
150,975 barrels last week and 91,206 bar- 
rels last year at this time.

Fhe first re- 
action occurred on Saturday, when there 
was a little advance, and this was fol- 
lowed to-day by a still further rise, with- 
out any noticeable trade improvement. 
This indicates that the Winnipeg market 
is influenced chiefly by the smallness of 
the domestic stecks and the develop- 


ments in other markets. 


Notwithstanding somewhat larger re- 





ceipts than in the preceding week, stocks 
at lake terminals decreased considerably 
last week. To-day was the semi-official 
closing of navigation there, and that no 
doubt had a good deal to do with larger 
shipments in the last six or seven days. 
Stocks of flax in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the week-end totaled 
699,476 bushels, against 1.116.132 bushels a 
week previous, and 2,617,622 bushels at 
the corresponding date last year.

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the Cushing field to the Gulf will be 
soon undertaken. The failure of the 
Okiahoma Corporation Commission to 
curtail the production of crude oil in 
the State may be offset by the reported 
attempt on the part of the Federal 


government to regulate production by 
means of new rules governing the In- 
dian lands of Oklahoma. Very little 
drilling is in progress in the mid-con- 
tinent fields outside of Cushing and a 
few Oklahoma districts. The output 
of the Cushing pool shows considerable 
variation. Refiners are concerned over 
the large increase in the number of 
refineries in the Cushing field. There 
has been no practical change in the 
general mid-continent conditions dur- 
ing the week, production remaining on 
the whole stationary, with no new de- 
velopments in the market. 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 

There have been no new develop- 
ments in the local market for illumi- 
nating oil during the interval. Condi- 
tions affecting the export trade have 
shown slight improvement, but ship- 
ments to South America are still in- 
volved in more or less risk, resulting 
in a more conservative attitude on the 
part of exporters. There is a premium 
on full cargo tonnage for transatlantic 
trade and a strong demand for case oil 
accommodation is reported for the Far 
Past and Australia. Our record of 
clearances from the local port for the 
week shows a total of 4,574,450 gallons, 
as compared with 2,171,000 gallons pre- 
viously noted. Shipments from the 
first of the year have amounted to 
390,192,275 gallons, as against 522,820,- 
095 gallons for the corresponding pe- 
riod last year, the greatest setback 
covering the war period. , 

A fair increase is noted in the de- 
mand for domestic consumption, as is 
usual at this season. Prices have un- 
dergone no quotable change, and the 
position of the market reflects a fair 
degree of stability. Charters during 
the week have included 3,948 tons, 
Philadelphia to Birkenhead and Man- 
chester by sritish tank steamer, 
prompt loading, and 90,000 cases, New 
York to Australia by a British sailing 
vessel, December-January. 

Little of noteworthy interest has de- 
veloped in the market for the naphtha 
products during the interval. The de- 
mand for motor fuel shows a slacken- 
ing tendency, and competition for the 
business in sight is of such a keen 
character that market quotations play 
relatively small part in the closing of 
the more important engagements. 

The question of the regular field of 
consumption being seriously en- 
ercached upon by the new product re- 
cently tested at Indianapolis, which is 
said to be available to consuming in- 
terests at 6 cents per gallon, is of only 
passing consideration in the_ local 
trade. Expert opinions belittle the 
practicability of such a fuel as its com- 
position is understood. The export 
movement of the naphthas for the 
week has been much heavier, 1,526,960 
gallons, as against 26,570 gallons pre- 
viously, making the total since the first 
of the year 94,003,620 gallons, com- 
paring with 100,564,425 gallons for the 
corresponding period last year. 





Lubricating Oils. 


There has been no suggestion of im- 
provement in the general volume of 
business in the lubricating products, 
and local dealers are not counting upon 
any definite turn for the better until 
the new year. Market quotations are 
of a wholly nominal character, special 
terms being made, under the peculiar 
conditions of the market, to close con- 
tracts. Refiners’ views show consid- 
erable variation, according to their dif- 
ferent specialties and proprietary prod- 
ucts. Russian lubricating oil is play- 
ing small part in the local trade owing 
to the unsettlement of the industry 
by war. In one quarter 28c. was named 
for pale No. 1 engine oil.

TEXAS-LOUISIANA OIL FIELDS. 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Houston, Tex., Nov. 30, 1914. 
In all the Gulf Coast districts only two pay 
completions were recorded during the week 
ending November 28, a 1,500-barrel well by the 
Miller Oil Company at Edgerly and a 15-barrel 
well in the Batson district, No. 4 Britton, by 
Buchanan & Fitzsimmons, There was also a 
dry hole at Welsh. Not even Sour Lake, with 
27 wells drilling and derricks up at five new 
locations, had any new wells to report. It 
has been one of the dullest weeks in this 
territory for months At the close of the 
week there were 117 wells under way, 88 drill- 
ing and 29 rigs, either at new locations or 
partially completed wells shut down tempo- 
rarily for some cause or other. Most of the 
wells that are shut down are in the wildcat 
list and being drilled by local companies with 
a limited amount of capital to start with, so 
that when money tightened up in the South 
on account of a failure to move the cotton 
crop, many of the wildcat ventures had to 
shut down. Several of the tests that have 
been shut down have started up recently, indi- 
cating that times are beginning to improve in 


the South. The following table is a detailed

WESTERN CANADIAN PROVINCES. 
Vigorous efforts were made in 1913 to 
develop petroleum and natural gas in the 
western Provinces of Canada. 
Manitoba. 


In Manitoba considerable exploration 
was made for petroleum and natural gas 


j Pembina Valley, nine miles south of 
Manitoba, but sufficient time has not 
elapsed for reports of definite results. In 


Saskatchewan drilling was commenced in 
August, 1911, and by the end of 1913 the 
well was 1,600 feet deep and no flow of 
oil or gas had been struck, though the 
hole passed through shale which showed 


gas and also contained salt water. A 
dark oil bearing shale 14 feet thick was 
noted. At 300 feet a flow of pure water 


showing 100 pounds pressure was struck. 
Alberta. 


The successful development of large sup- 
plies of natural gas at Medicine Hat and 
Bow Island has been described in previous 
reports of this series. 

Recent reports on the oil developments 
of this region have been made by the 
Canada Geological Survey, and a compre- 
hensive report of the entire Canadian oil 
fields is being prepared by the Canada Bu- 
reau of Mines under the authorship of 
F. G. Clapp, of Pittsburgh. In brief, these 
reports show that north of Athabasca 
Landing in Alberta the oil from the Da- 
kota limestones has saturated the over- 
lying sandstones over an area of many 
square miles. The limestones dip to the 
south and at Calgary would probably not 
be reached at a depth less than 5,000 feet. 
To the west, between the line connecting 
Calgary and Edmonton and the outcrop of 
the probable oil bearing formations to the 
west, there is a narrow belt in which 
many small occurrences of oil will prob- 
ably be noted in the minor anticlines, 
which are clearly observable throughout 
the region. 

In October, 1913, a small quantity of oil 
having a gravity of 64 degrees Baumé, 
consisting largely of gasoline, and accom- 
panied by considerable natural gas, was 
noted in a well drilled about twenty-seven 
miles southwest of Calgary, known as the 








Dingman well. In the hope of a more 
generous yield, the well was continued 


and at 2,700 feet still more oil of the same 
character was found in quantity sufficient 


to fill the hole for a distance of a thou- 
sand feet or more. In spite of the warn- 
ings issued by the Canadian authorities 


and the indications of a small yield given 








by the character of the oil, the hysterical 
speculative features of the old times have 
been repeated in the Calgary field, al- 
though the Canada Geological Survey has 
repeatedly warned the public against 
overcontidence in the field and especially 
against investment in the stock compa- 
nies depending upon public subscription. 
It may be reasonably expected that with 
this great excitement, after the usual dis- 
appointments and the many unreasonable 
high hopes, the region will settle down as 
a small field of high grade oil. In the 
meantime, the prospects for greater yields 
are good in the Athabasca territory. 
Drilling excitement has also extended to 
British Columbia, where in the Pitt River 
Valley many wells drilled years ago and 
abandoned are being reopened, and there 
is prospect of a yield of oil where the ter- 
ritory is not too broken. According to 
Consul-General R. E. Mansfield, of Van- 
couver, a company composed of Vancou- 


ver citizens, which has been drilling for 
some time in the Pitt River region, re- 
cently found a limited flow of oil which 
was abandoned because of a strong flow 
of water in two wells. Drilling is con- 
tinued. Wells will also be drilled in the 
tevelstoke region. 
MEXICO, 
Development work in Mexico was re-

supply of oil. Up to the pres- 
ent time the supply of oil from Mexico 
has been furnished by a very few wells 
of phenomenally large size. One of these, 
owned by American interests, has fur- 
nished over 30,000,000 barrels of oil, and 
another, of English ownership, has fur- 
nished almost great a quantity. De- 
velopment of other large gushers, not only 
in the neighborhood of those referred to 
above, but at considerable distance, and 
active prospecting has given evidence of 
the intention on the part of the principal 
producers to develop the fields rapidly. 
The prospect is that a very large trade 
in fuel oil will be developed not only in 
Europe but along the east coast of the 
United States, and will make use of the 
fleet of about forty large tank steamers 
which will soon be available. The market 
which can easily be supplied by this fleet 
of tank steamers is sufficiently great to 
justify a large increase in the production 
of Mexican oil without decrease in the 
price. Rather, it is probable that the price 
of Mexican oil will increase as the trade 
becomes firmly established. The pipe line 
systems connected with the Mexican oil 
fields were extended during the year, and 
the fact that several oil companies began 
erection of refineries near Tampico evinces 
the general policy of sending out products 
rather than crude oil. The number of com- 
panies approaching the stage of actual 
production of oil is increasing rapidly. 
There are now 160 companies engaged in 
actual exploration of the Mexican field, 
although not all are actual producers. 
From the best information available the 
production of petroleum in Mexico from

TRINIDAD. 
The production of petroleum in Trinidad 


has increased in spite of the difficulties 
in managing drilling operations referred 
to in the last report of this series. Ship- 
ments of crude oil have increased from 
183,000 barrels in 1911 to 323,000 barrels in 
1913. The production in 1912 amounted to 
461,986 barrels; this increased in 1913 to 
303,616 barrels. Drilling was active during 


the year and the total number of wells 
thus far obtained aggregates 150. In May 


a gusher of 40,000 barrels capacity was ob- 
tained by the American company, but it 
soon declined, owing probably to sand 
heaving. 

The official report of Archibald G. Bell, 
inspector of mines in Trinidad, covering 
the fiscal year 1912-1913 is quoted as fol- 
lows:— 

We are now in the position of knowing that 
at least three powerful corporations will soon 
be operating independently in the development 
of the oil fields of Trinidad, and we shall, 
therefore, shortly know what position it is go- 
ing to take in the world, 

Taken on the whole, the actual drilling work 
done by most of the companies cannot be said 
to have been satisfactory. The majority of 
them seem not to have had sufficient working 
capital, and, consequently, have not been able 
to prove properly the oil-bearing prospects of 
the lands upon which they have been working. 
Yet, though a great amount of drilling has not 


been done, several of the wells drilled have 
proved that the oil sands in certain districts 
hold large quantities of oil, and that at no 


great depths. This has been proved at Guapo 
and also at the Union Estate, Brighton. Wells 
were drilled at both places into sands contain- 
ing large quantities of oil with high gas pres- 
sures, and in both cases the production was 
large and the wells flowed for several weeks, 
On cessation of gas pressure, the wells con- 
tinued to give a fair production by pumping 
and bailing.

GUATEMALA. 


Manuel Lemut, who is engaged in deep 
drilling for water in Guatemala, reports 
that up to the close of 1913 no petroleum 
wells had been obtained, but that surface 
indications lead to the belief that such 
deposits may possibly be discovered in the 
Departments of San Marcos and Huehue- 
tenango, and also in the northern and 
northeastern parts of the Departments of 
Quiche, Alta Verapaz and Izabal. Prep- 
arations are being made to explore these 
deposits. 


CENTRAL AMERICA AND THE 
WEST INDIES. 


Interest was shown in the possibility of 
finding oil in Panama, Costa Rica, Hon- 
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duras and Nicaragua, but sufficient time 
had not elapsed at the end of the year for 
definitely locating any oil deposits in these 
countries, 

In the islands of the West Indies, pros- 
pecting for petroleum was active in Haiti, 
where a small well was drilled near Azua. 
In Cuba drilling was resumed near Ha- 
bana, Cardenas and Motembo. Explora- 
tions for oil were also active in Barbados. 

A specimen of manjac obtained from the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, Department of Commerce, was ex- 
amined in the Geological Survey After 











finely powdering, five samples of grams 
each were weighed off and treated with 
10 c.c. of the following solvents:—Chloro- 


form, carbon bisulphide, carbon tetrachlo- 
ride, ether and carefully refined gasoline, 


boiling between 65 and 95 degrees C., so- 
called normal benzine. After adding the 
solvent and heating to boiling for a few 
minutes the samples were allowed to 
stand for twenty-four hours, They were 
then filtered, and each was washed with 
a small quantity of its solvent. This 
showed the manjac to be soluble in the 


various solvents in the following propor- 
tions:—Chloroform, %.5 per cent.; carbon 
bisulphide, 87.1 per cent.; carbon tetrachlo- 
ride, 84.6 per cent.; gasoline, 23.15 per cent 
In general the solubility of manjac thus 
resembles gilsonite rather than albertite, 
grahamite or elaterite. 

A sample of crude petroleum sent by the 
consular service with the sample of man- 
jac showed a gravity of 19.2 degrees 
Baumé at 6 degrees F., or 0.9383 specific 
gravity at 16.5 degrees C. The oil was 
dark brown in color and perfectly sweet 
in odor, like Pennsylvania petroleum. It 
contained 11.5 per cent. of unsaturated 
hydrocarbons, which also allies it with the 
heavier grades of Pennsylvania petroleum 
such as the natural lubricating oils found 
at Franklin, Pa. The sample was not 
large enough for complete examination. 
The samples are on file in the Bureau, of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 

VENEZUELA. 

Venezuela is still in the prospecting 
stage, as described jn the report for 1912. 
After the end of the year 1913 a small yield 
of oil was obtained near Maracaibo in 
connection with the asphalt deposits of 






that region. The well was drilled by the 
Caribbean Petroleum Company on the 
eastern coast of Lake Maracaibo. Oil was 


struck at a depth of 390 feet and the out- 
put was approximately ten barrels a day. 
Other wells are being drilled in the neigh- 
borhood. The quality of the oil is reported 
to be of high grade. Two other compa- 
nies are preparing for development work. 


COLOMBIA. 


English, American and Canadian oil in- 
terests were concerned in 1913 with conces- 
Sions for the development of large areas 
where seepages of oil and asphalt are so 
significant as to lead to the hope of a 
large addition to the world’s supply of fuel 


oil. No large wells have yet been devel- 
oped. The English interests withdrew 
from Colombia in the latter part of the 
year. Action of the Colombian Legisla- 


ture developed the policy of disposing of 
Colombian oil lands by the denouncement 
method rather than by the concession 


method. 
ECUADOR. 
During 1913 negotiations were actively in 
progress between rival British and Amer- 
ican companies with a view to securing a 


concession from the government for ex-~ 
ploiting both the regions in Ecuador, 


where the existence of petroleum is prob- 
able, as well as the old fields near the 
coast, which have yielded a small produc- 
tion from time to time. The contract for 
such concession, which was under consid- 
eration between the English company and 
the government, and which received the 
government's approval, was a very clear 
proposition, designed to develop the oil 
resources of Ecuador rapidly. 

There is a growing disposition on the 
part of South American governments, 
however, to substitute the method of de- 
nouncement by which small tracts of land 
are outlined by the prospector and are 
turned over to him by the government in 
payment for a small sum covering the 
right to exploit the region outlined for oil. 
Such a method of disposing of oil lands 
is practiced in Cuba, and recently, in 
Panama, Costa Rica and Colombia. 


BOLIVIA. 

In addition to the statements concern- 
ing the occurrence of petroleum in Bo- 
livia which were given in the report of 
this series for 1912, a report now in the 


hands of Director General Barrett, of the 
Pan-American Union, states that the 
Espejos (mirror) spring, twelve leagues 
(about thirty-six miles) from Santa Cruz, 
in Bolivia, is a fair sample of the charac- 
ter and kind of petroleum surface mani- 
festations found in the region extending 
from the northern boundary of Argentina 
to Madre de Dios River. This river is 
close to the southern boundary of Western 
Brazil, and with the Beni into which it 
runs, finally joins Mamore River, to form 
the Maderia River. The Espejos spring 
yields petroleum on its surface, an analy- 
sis of which shows a content of 78.2 per 
cent. of kerosene. 17.5 per cent. of lubri- 
cating oil, and 4.3 per cent. of eoke. Pe- 
troleum in paying quantities will probably 


be found in other localities as well as in 
the neighborhood of Santa Cruz. 
PERU. 


General Conditions 


The year 1913 was one of the greatest 
prosperity and the greatest production in 
the history of the Peruvian fields, owing 
largely to deeper drilling. The industry 
is making rapid progress. 

In Negritos deep drilling led to develop- 
ing wells which yielded 300 barrels each a 
dav—some wells more. The limits of one 
area are fairly well understood; the other 
area is still undefined but gives promise 
of good results. As the average total 
vield per well has in the past not exceeded 
50,000 barrels, the great gains within the 
last few months have caused considerable 
interest in Peru, and negotiations have be- 
gun by English and American companies 
for the purchase of drilling rights in the 
fields. Drilling in Negritos is very easy 
and cheap; even wells 2,500 feet deep re- 
quire only three months of work. 

The Lobitos field is also prosperous, but 
the ultimate outcome depends upon a pro- 
gram of far more liberal drilling. Wells 


nearly 3,000 feet deep have given good pro- 
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duction, and development is proceeding 
southward toward the Negritos field, that 
is, the Parinas Valley north of Talara, 
Fair wells have also been developed at 
Punta Rusten, near Cape Blanco. Accord- 
ing to A, Beeby Thompson, who has kind- 
ly furnished much of the information 
given herein, there are hundreds of square 
miles of Tertiary beds in Peru where oi? 
exists In paying quantities. The geology 
has now been worked out, and it is quite 
likely that these areas will be developed 
in the near future. All the fields are cut 
up by faults along a regular monocline, 
and there are no anticlines as they are 
usually interpreted, although, of course, 
the region of elevation where the vil beds 
are exposed is a wide fold which might be 
given this name by a stretch of the term. 








Local use of oil as fuel was stimulated 
by the introduction of Diesel engines in 
many localities.

ARGENTINA, 


The report of this series for 1912 gave 
a description of the petroleum resources 
of Argentina, including the deposit at 
Comodoro Rivadavia, which continues to 
be the only developed field, with very lim- 
ited production in comparison with its 
capacity. 

A government commission is exploiting 
the reserved producing region, and a care- 
ful study is being made of the best meth- 
ods for securing the greatest benefit to the 
State from the petroleum resources. 


CHILE. 


For many years emanations of inflam- 
mable gases have been observed in the 
neighborhood of Punta Arenas and in 
Tierra del Fuego. These gaseous emana- 
tions led to several drilling enterprises 
in search of petroleum which were with- 
out result. In October of 1912 a consider- 
able volume of natural gas was found at 
the depth of 300 feet, about one mile west 
of Punta Arenas, near Minas River. Films 
of oil were also noticed on the water 
brought up by the pumps from this well. 
On the strength of these discoveries the 
Minister of Industry and Public Works 
commissioned Prof. E. Miers and Dr. Jo- 
hannes Felsch, geologist to the Minister 
of Industry and Public Works, to make a 
geologic study of the region. The follow- 
ing is a resumé of the results obtained 
in this work:—Inflammable gases are 
found in Quemas Malas; on Tres Brazos 
River, from lower ‘Tertiary clays; on 
Minas River; near Cape Boqueron in Tres 
Puentes River; at Pecket Harbor, from 
sands of the upper Tertiary, and from 
Otway Gulf. The strata holding the gases 
are of different ages, but all lie in or be- 
low the Tertiary. 

In the valleys of Tres Puentes River 
and of Tres Brazos River and at Cape 
3oqueron seepages of gas are found in 
connection with petroliferous rocks, in the 
immediate vicinity of Tres Brazos River, 
of Tres Minas, and of Tres Puentes River. 
In these regions faults have been noted. 
They probably exist also near Cape Bo- 
queron and Pecket Harbor. Anticlines are 
found at Quemas Malas and to the north 
of Cape Yartau in Whiteside Channel. It 
is also believed that the petroleum will be 


found in the Cretaceous beds or in still 
older rocks. 
The existence of petroleum has been 


definitely shown near Punta Arenas and 
northwest of Tierra del Fuego. The fre- 
quency of the emanations of natural gas 
makes it probable that the petroliferous 
deposits are large. The geologists have 
indicated to certain proposed drilling com- 
panies the most appropriate places for 
drilling. The State takes no part in actual 
drilling, but will continue to further scien- 
tific explorations with a view to giving all 
aid to the search for petroleum. 


RUSSIA, 
General Conditions. 
The declining condition of the older 


Russian petroleum localities noted in the 
previous reports of this series continued 
in 1913. It was not compensated by _ in- 
crease in the new districts, which include 
Emba for the first time as a commercial 
factor. The outlook for the future of 
Russian production is brightened by the 
prospecting which has progressed rapidly 


in the Ural-Caspian region, north of 
Gurief. The field is reached by steamers 
to the north shore of the Caspian Sea. 


About thirty miles from the shore large 
wells have already been obtained at Dos- 
and pipe lines are laid to Gurief, 
where barges can be loaded and then 
towed up the Volga without the reloading 
which is necessary with shipments from 
Baku. Oil from Baku destined for the 
Volga River trade arrives at Astrakhan 
in steamers too deep for the river and is 
then transferred to barges. Exploration 


sor, 








in this Ural-Caspian field has been extend- 
ed many miles north of the present de- 
velopments. Prospecting is impracticable 
in winter, but in summer it can be pros- 
ecuted with success in spite of the lack 
of water, the available supply of which 
is derived principally from snow scraped 
up in winter and stored in pits. The in- 
habitants of the region are nomads living 
in tents. They are peaceful and disposed 
to aid exploration. 

On June 14, 1913, the first cargo of oil left 
Dossor for Astrakhan, 130,000 poods on a 


barge towed by the steamer Carthage. In 
July Dossor produced 700,000 poods, half 
from two gushers. Part of it went to 
Baku and part up the Volga. 

Some 500 certificates have been issued 


for petroleum exploitation in the Kirghiz 


Steppes in Astrakhan Province. The re- 
gion is being investigated by government 
geologists. 


UCHTA.—The Russian Goveroment has 
carried on systematic investigation of the 
Uehta region since 19099. The exploration 
is attended with much difficulty from lack 
of transportation facilities. Four wells 
have been drilled, the deepest to 1,050 feet. 
Two oil sands were found ten to thirty- 
five feet thick. The wells are producing 
4 to 6 barrels a day. That from the cen- 
tral part of the anticline is black and 
heavy—specific gravity 0.920 and smelling 
of hydrogen sulphide. The oil on the 
slopes is considerably lighter—0.876 specific 


gravity and without sulphur; it yields 4 
per cent. gasoline and 30-per cent. kero- 
sene. The region is Paleozoic. The ulti- 


mate development waits on better trans- 
portation facilities. There is, according to 
the reports, an outlook for a large number 
of small wells of very moderate depth, 
400 to 600 feet.

PRODUCTION. 

Production in Galicia has been declining 
continuously since 1909 at the rate of about 
2,000,000 barrels a year. In 1913, however, 
the decline was less than 1,000,000 barrels 
or from 8,535,174 barrels of 42 gallons each 
in 1912 to 7,818,130 barrels in 1913. The de- 
cline came altogether from Tustanowice, 
the dominating field of Galicia. In the

cia, an increase was shown. f 
considerable decline in the amount of oil 
exported from Austria-Hungary and a 
large increase in the imports. 
The Austrian railways 
abandoned the use of oil on 
western lines and have reintroduc 
Ss el. 
TN ee eauotion from hand-dug wells has 
entirely ceased in Galicia, the number of 
such hand-dug wells having been reduced 
to fifteen, and on these no work was done 
during the year. Forty-three producing 
wells were worked by hand pumps, 914 
by steam, 620 by gas motors and 18 were 
flowing wells. There are also 861 wells 
which were not productive. Of the wells 
in the Boryslaw-Tustanowice area “oc ex- 
ceeded 4,000 feet, the deepest — having 
reached 5,400 feet, or over one mile. ? 
The Canadian pole system of drilling is 
used almost entirely, the hydraulic SYS- 
tem being forbidden by the. authorities 
who have the questionable belief that this 
method is apt to drown out the oil strata. 
A union formed among the producers in 
Galicia is devoting every possible effort to 
the discovery of new oil territory with 
good prospects of success.

In spite of the Balkan war, with its de- 


pressing effects upon all industries, and 
of two unusually disastrous fires in the 
oil fields, the Roumanian producers suc- 


ceeded in increasing, though very slightly, 
the total production of crude petroleum as 


is shown in the following tables, which 
give also valuable data as to the total 
yield of the chief products of the refin- 
eries. 

In spite of the mobilization of the lou- 


manian army in June and the consequent 
loss of workmen and drillers, exploitation 
increased as to both drilled and hand-dug 
wells. <A gusher drilled in January, known 


as well No. 79 of the Columbia Company, 
at Gropi, opened new territory connected 
With Chiciura. In February the Atsra- 
Romana Company struck a gusher at 
Staropoleos-Moreni which addea new ter- 
ritory west of previous developments in 
the Moreni field. In March the Romana- 
Americana Company’s well, No. 2 Fierba- 
tori (Baicoi) proved a violent gusher and 
also opened new territory. ln March also 
came a great fire at Moreni-Bana, caused 
by an oil well explosion, of which Harold 
Masterson, engineer of the Roumanian 
Consolidated Oii Fields, was a victim. The 
Steaua Romana obtained in this month its 
first well at Runcu, opening territory be- 
tween the Bordeni and the Chiciura pools. 
In July the conclusion of peace in the Bal- 
kan States and the demobilization of the 


army in August caused considerable in- 
crease in oil operations. Several wells 
were drilled to the north of Mislishoara, 


adding new territory to that important 
region.

Petroleum is produced in China in the 
Province of Szechwan. in the neighbor- 


hood of the village of Lou Tcheou, where 












the industry is of great antiquity. The 
production in this province amounts at 
present to about 30,000 barrels a year. 

is also produced in the neighborhood of 
Yenan Fu, in the Province of Shensi. 
There are indications of oil in many other 
localities in Kansu and Chili. 


About the end of the year 1913 the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New York, it is re- 
ported, entered into an agreement with 
the Chinese Government by which the ex- 
clusive privilege is given to that company 
of studying the oil indications of China 
with a view to selecting oil fields in such 
provinces as prove attractive; this study 
is to be carried out at the joint expense 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
York and the Chinese Government. If 
the results are favorable a Sino-American 


company will be formed to exploit the 
fields. 

JAPAN. 
During 1918 about fifty rotary drilling 


rigs were introduced into Japan and shave 
been sufficiently successful to result in an 
increase in the total production. Produc- 
tion increased in Formosa also. 

The rotary system is to be credited with 
drilling in the first Japanese gusher, on 
May 22, 1914, near Akita. It gave several 
thousand barrels a day from a sand fifty- 
four feet thick found at a depth af about 
1.400 feet and well covered by shales. No 
water was found with the oil. 

According to Consul-General George H. 
Scidmore, of Yokohama, the Nippin and 
the Hoden Oil Companies have contracted 
to supply the Japanese Navy with 10,500 
tons of petroleum for one year.

The wells did not cost much, the greater 
amount of investment in the field being the 
heavy cash bonus paid for the privilege of 
drilling upon the farms, which was profit 
for the land owners. The coming spring sea- 
son will show additional test work in the 
southern half of the State.

During November in the high grade fields 
there was a total of 494 wells finished, of 
which 141 were gas and 96 were dry holes, 
leaving producing wells with a produc- 
tion of barrels, or an average per well 
of a little over thirteen barrels This is 
looked upon as a fair average when it is 
taken into consideration that the territory 
been drilled and drilled over again for 
close to fifty years. In Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Texas and Louisiana 504 wells were finished 
with 8S gas wells, 99 dry holes and 93,251 
barrels production, or an average per well 
per day of close to 295 barrels.

the Griffin pool a well of ten barrels’ capacity

In Kentucky's deep sand territory, including 
the developed pools of Wolfe, Morgan and 
Lawrence, fewer rigs are in operation than 
formerly. The only recent completion in 
Wolfe county was a ten-barreler in the Still- 
well district, drilled into the 1,200-foot sand. 
One new well is reported from the Busseyville 
district, Lawrence county, with a yield of ten 
barrels daily. 

In the shallow sand field of Estill county 
activity continues to be shown in the cleaning 
out of old wells. Since the successful shooting 
of an old well last month resulting in a twen- 
ty-five-barrel producer several other aban- 
doned wells have been shot and show a paying 
yield. Several new wells will be drilled, loca- 
tions having been made between old punctures. 

In Western Kentucky the only work which 
is commanding much attention just now is that 
in Allen county, which has developed into a 
good field. A number of tests are drilling. 
One late strike is of fifteen barrels’ capacity. 
October witnessed a number of good strikes 
in that field, which will show activity through- 
out the winter as a result of the promising 
territory developed.

Numerous further downward revi- 
sions of prices jn yarious parts of the 
list have featured an otherwise rather 
uneventful week in the drug market 





Only a moderate jobbing demand ha 
been noted throu: hout the interva 
ind n the absence of all excepta Ign 
buying movement, local importers and 
other handlers of the leading drugs 


and allied commodities have generally 
made concessions as supplies ha 
been augmented. 

Spot stocks of many articles, which 
were reduced to very meager propor- 
tions during the first week of the Eu- 
ropean war, have been considerably 
augmented of late by shipments ol 
these goods from the producing coun- 
tries, which have been much large! 
than usual, because of the failure of 
European consumers to absorb their 
customary quantities, 

One of the most interesting develop- 
ments of the week has been the char- 
tering by one local firm of chemical im- 
porters of the steamship El Paso, of 
the Southern Pacific Steamship Line, 
which sailed from New York on No- 
vember 28, with a cargo of American 
cotton for Gothenburg, Germany, and 
which is now approaching Rotterdam, 
for the purpose of employing this ship 
to bring back to this port a more ade- 
quate supply of carbonate of potash 
and other potash preparations which 
are still in scanty supply here. As the 
charterers of this vessel do not re- 
quire the entire freight capacit of 
the ship, they are permitting other 
importers of German-made chemicals 
to contract for the space in her holds 
which they do not need, for the ship- 
ment of such goods as aniline colors 
and other coal tar products and pot- 
ash which have been or are to be sent 
down the Rhine by the German plants 
to the neutral port of Holland. Addi- 
tional special consignments of German 
coal tar derivatives and chemicals will 
soon reach New York from Rotterdam, 
on the steamship Obidense and Mas- 
sapequa, now on their way here, and 
also on the steamship Matanzas, which 
has already sailed on its second return 
trip from that port. 

Chief among the week’s 
changes have been reductions in 
opium, American refined camphor, 
menthol, aloin, crude and refined fuse, 
oil, amyl acetate, antipyrine, caffeine, 
Trieste colocynth apples, ergot, crude 
grades of glycerine, Haarlem oil, seid- 
litz mixture, Rochelle salts, benzoate 
of soda, salicylate of soda, thymol, 
cresylic acid, salicylic acid, bitter and 
sweet orange peel, artificial almond oil, 
Java citronella oil, rectified juniper 
berry oil, lemongrass oil, natural mus- 











tard seed oil, peppermint oil in bull 
sandalwood oil, synthetic wintergreen 
oil (methyl salicylate), chamomile 
flowers, Valencia saffron flowers, gum 
mastic, belladonna leaves, sage leaves

The method of manufacture is sometimes 
faulty. For example, the formula will direct 
the use of a certain amount of pepsin, then 
specify that heat be applied, the heat being 
sufficiently high in some instance to destroy 
the enzym. In preparations of the character 


under consideration enzyms will not withstand 
more than a moderate degree of heating, espe- 
cially in the presence of moistur¢. 


Liquid preparations are at times met with 
containing substances which will either de- 
stroy or impair the action of enzyms. Some 


enzyms are destroyed in alkaline media, others 
in acid media Alcohol has long been recog- 
nized as possessing either retarding or destruc- 
tive influences on many enzyms. The efficiency 








of pepsin in pepsin tablets is frequently im- 
paired in the process of granulation. 

Some manufacturers are aware of the fact 
that conditions of keeping are important fac- 
tors in maintaining the activities of enzyms. 
Directions covering these points are placed 
upon the labels of certain commodities. This 
practice, however, is not very generally em- 
ployed. The result is that in many cases the 


preparations are kept so long in storage or 
upon the shelf that by the time they reach the 


consumer they possess little, if any, digestive 
activity. 
This notice is intended as a warning that 


preparations claiming to contain digestive 
enzyms should be put up in such a way that 
they will have suffered little, if any, loss of 
activity when sold to the consumer. In the 
case of preparations which are liable to de- 
terforation within a few months, it is sug- 
gested that each lot should be dated and re- 
placed by a new lot if not sold within a cer- 
tain definite time. 

In regard to the regulations under the 
net weight law and the use of tags in 
stating contents of demijohns, the offi- 
cials say:— 

In the opinion of the bureau a tag securely 
affixed to the neck or handle of a wicker demi- 
john would be a sufficient compliance with the 
net-weight amendment if the tag bore a plain 
and conspicuous statement of the quantity of 
food in the demijohn. The statement should 
be made in compliance with the requirements 
of the regulations, (F. I. D., 154.) 

Attention is called by the officials to 
the fact that the Federal food and drugs 
act does not apply to repacked articles 
sold within the State in which they are 
repacked. On this point the officials 
say:— 

The question has been asked whether it is 
necessary for the retailer to mark his indi- 
vidual packages, weighed or measured from 
the original package that is properly marked 
or labeled. 

Where an 
package in 


article of food is taken from the 
which it is received in a State 
and placed by the dealer in other packages 
which are sold and consumed within that 
State, the provision of the Federal food and 
drugs act which requires articles of food in 
package form to be marked with a statement 
of the quantity of the contents does not apply 
to such dealers’ packages

Recent importations of the calcined 
grades of carbonate of potash have re- 
sulted in freer spot offerings and 
prices are lower all around. Caustic 
potash is also offered cheaper for the 
same reason. Jobbing sales of nitrate 
of lead are reported at 8%c. a pound 
against a former price of 8c. Carbon 
tetrachloride is reported firm on spot 
and prices have been advanced 3c. a 
pound to 15c. Acetate of lime is re- 
ported in a strong position and in 
some quarters it was intimated that 
an advance at the beginning of the 
year is probable. The French Govern- 
ment, by presidential decree, created 
a special bureau in the Department of 
Commerce, for the duration of the 
war, charged with matters touching 
the production and supply in France of 
chemical and pharmaceutical products. 
The decree provides that the duties of 
the office shall -be to determine the 
amount of existing stocks of chemical 
and pharmaceutical products, to esti- 
mate the present volume of produc- 
tion, and to secure production and dis- 
tribution for the future. “It is equally 
its duty,” the decree continues, ‘‘to de- 
velop in France a more intensified pro- 
duction of these same products and to 
encourage the manufacture of new 
products.”

The market for fertilizer materials 
has not made much progress during 
the past week. Conditions in the South 
are not favorable for a normal trad- 
ing in these materials. Prices likewise

show no changes of importance and 
the market, though quiet, is holding 
fairly steady. Holders of animal am- 
moniates state that there would be no 
advantage in lowering the price of 
these materials because it would not 
result in increasing the volume of 
sales. This is interpreted by some as 


an indication that a firm bid involving 


large quantities would be accepted 
even though it was under the open 
market quotation. It is evident, how- 
ever, that this would apply more to 
the West than to the East because 
there has been a good demand in the 
cast for blood in tankage from the 
Argentines which does not look as if 
Eastern sellers were carrying heavy 
stocks. Nitrate of soda is quiet and 


conditions at primary points favor a 
continuance of low prices. There is 
not much demand for sulphate of am- 
monia, but offerings of domestic grades 
are limited and this keeps up interest 


in English sulphate. Potash salts are 
constantly kept before the trade by 
virtue of numerous reports, most of 
which have no foundation in fact. 
While some supplies have reached 
here there is still a marked scarcity 


and such must continue to be the case 
until a way is found to resume ship- 
ments in’ a normal way. For reports 
of the Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta 
fertilizer markets refer to index on 
page 23. Detailed reports on the sep- 
arate articles of the local market fol- 
low:— 
NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 

CYANAMID.— A consular report 
from Niagara Falls states that a cy- 
anamid company at that place, which 
manufactures a nitrogenous fertilizer 
and has a rated capacity of 64,000 tons 
per annum, states that the European 
war has affected the fertilizer market 


much the same as it has the market 
for every other commodity except 
foodstuffs. Fertilizer manufacturers, 


who are the principal users of cyan- 
amid, have this year postponed the be- 
ginning of fall mixing operations in 
the hope that the war would end be- 
fore midwinter and that they would 
then be able to obtain potasn salt in 
Germany. The restricted exportation 
of cotton, in which the Southern fer- 
tilizer manufacturers are much inter- 
ested, has also had its effects in les- 
sening the demand for fertilizer ma- 
terial. This company has_ therefore 
deemed it advisable to curtail its pro- 
duction of cyanamid until the fertil- 
izer materials market is more active; 
that is, until the manufacturers are 
forced to resume the mixing of fertil- 
izers for next spring’s consumption. It 
is estimated that 5,000,000 tons of mixed 
fertilizers will be consumed by Ameri- 
ean farmers next spring, and for this 
reason the company is confident that 
there will soon be an active market 
for materials and that the larger fer- 
tilizer interests will presently resume 
full operations. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
A repetition of last week’s report am- 
ply explains the position of dried blood 
and tankage during the week. De- 
mand continues very quiet, and hold- 
ers at the principal packing house cen- 
ters are reported to be offering freely 
at $2.70 and 10 for high grade tankage 
and $2.90 for dried blood. These prices 
are for delivery at Chicago. Holders 
of these ammoniates state that a re- 
duction in prices would not serve to 
stimulate buying and on this account 
the spot market has held rather 
steady. On shipments prices are firm 
and premiums are asked for deferred 
deliveries. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The market 
for nitrate of soda has been unevent- 
ful during the period under review, and 
the situation is summed up by saying 
that prices are holding around $1.824%4 
per 100 pounds for spot offerings and 
$1.85@1.90 per 100 pounds for 1915 de- 
livery. Arrivals of nitrate from the 
West Coast were reported during the 
week. The explosives trade is said to 
be a good consumer at present, but de- 
mand from the fertilizer trade is com- 
paratively light. Reports from abroad 
state that vessels have been chartered 
with options, which may mean that 
stocks at interior points on the Con- 
tinent may be replenished. The posi- 
tion of the trade in Chile is still unsat- 
isfactory, and prompt loading is said 
to have been quoted at 6s. per quintal. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—With 
domestic sulphate pretty well account- 
ed for and German makers out of the 
market, English sulphate is the centre 
of attraction. ‘There is but little de- 
mand for sulphate at present, however, 
sellers say there is no feature to 


and 


the market. Some sulphate came in 
during the week from England. The 
market abroad is easy. One report 
Says that prompt prices for this ma- 
terial appear to have weakened just 
a shade during the past week, but the 
view is well held that a recovery is 
imminent. Certainly the October figures 
of exports are very satisfactory, ag- 
gregating 25,731 tons, against 30,580 tons 


for the corresponding month of last 
year. The loss of about 5,000 tons was 
more than accounted for by the less- 
ened Japanese imports, which were 
4,949 tons, as against 12,689 tons last 
year.

POTASH SALTS, 


The situation in potash salts is still 
very complicated, and while supplies 
have reached this market they have 
not been sufficiently large to effect any 
substantial improvement.

It 
is stated that a good part of the mu- 
riate of potash which was imported re- 
cently was for the chemical trade, and 
had no bearing upon the fertilizer in- 
dustry. In spite of the scarcity of 
potash salts, the opinion seems to 
prevail that supplies will be available 
for the spring season, although no 
definite reasons can be given to show 
why this should be so. A report was 
circulated during the week to the ef- 
fect that Germany had removed the 
embargo on potash salt. Members of 
the trade say that with the exception 
of a brief period when shipments of 
concentrated salts were prescribed by 
Germany that there has been no em- 
bargo on potash salts. According to 
reports from Germany production of 
potash salts is not at a standstill, and 
the main difficulty is found in trans- 
porting stocks from Germany to neu- 
tral ports. 


ATLANTA FERTILIZER MARKET.

The fertilizer materials market continues 
practically dead. There has been a little
